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GPS In Your Jurisdiction?
Lesson One: If you've got it, use it!
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Redlands PD and the East Valley COMPASS team work closely with
Parole and partner agencies to enhance parolee accountability through
the GPS monitoring program. Using the Veritracks interface
(https://ca.veritracks.com), GPS tracks are reviewed and compared
with known activity. Crime and incident data files are posted to
Veritracks for automated crime scene correlation.

An efficient and effective daily review should follow these steps:

1. Review Parole GPS activity in Redlands on a daily (workday)
basis, and include data from days off. (Sheila a.m., Raguel
p.m.). Use the "map” selection, enter Redlands, map it, then
drag a box around Redlands on the map and “show tracks.”

2. Use the "legend” button to identify tracks by offender name. r
Refer to the sex offender and gang information shared by the
San Bernardino parole agents at W:/offender/parole/parcle gps.
Evaluate tracks from out of area parolees, especially those other
than on the freeway or “passing through.”

3. Review the daily log and ArcView for incidents that may relate to
monitored parolees (sex and gang offenders) for the timeframe
of your review. Evaluate the tracks to determine if a monitored
parolee was at or near incident locations.

4. Any field incident that has a correlated parclee track shall be
reported to the assigned detective and PAC Team. Other activity
of concern should be reported to the PAC Team and the
parolee’s agent per the Veritracks contact information.

5. For a significant incident (annoy/molest a child, kidnap, sexual
battery, rape, etc.) in progress or just reported, immediately

check Veritracks for any monitored parolee that may be ]
associated, and advise dispatch and sex crimes detectives of the i
check and outcome. =
